Fifty yeurs lad passed away; the 4th of 
July, 1776, had beeo made immortal by its 
Declaration; th 4th of July, 1826, was to 
be forever rendered a Moly Day, by the 
linnds of death.

provinces of the bloody monarch had 
swelled into twenty four Siates of a free 
people. The banner that had waved so 
sloriously in the Revolution, unveiling its 
thirteen stars to the bluod-red glare of 
battle, now fAnttering in the summer morn- 
ing air, from home and church, and coun |

Yne wild eagle who had swooped so

ten thonsand hemts robbet with ono 
ommon joy; ant the fuyers that wore 


preacher spoke, aud the hymn that the 
forest eoboes seut to heaven, the blaze of 
the canuon aud the joy of the whole city, 
all bad one meaning. 

“Tbis land that was once the province 
of aking, is now the homestead of a peo- 
ple.”” 
i And yet while the hearts of fourteen 
millions of people palpitated with the 
game joy, there enine au unseen and sha- 
‘dowy niessenger, who touched two brave 
wcarts with hi, hand, and froze them inte 
sly. 

fven while the jubilee of freedom rang 
te hozann s from every woud and dell, 
fenth was in tho land. Solewnly, with 

‘ats ep that never makes a sound, with 
lint yoice which speaks tho Innguage ot 
sternity—and which we never translate 
Hill we die—death glided into the room of 
‘wo heroes, and bade them go home to 
dod. 

Almost at ihe snine moment, almost 
within the compass of the game hour, two 
tearte— hat once warmed with the pas- 
ion of frvedom, the frenzy. of eloouanco—

The first home! 

Does it not look beautiful, the very 
picture of yustie comfort and unpretend- 
ug wealth, as itvises yonder on the soil 
of Massachusetts, the land ot Hancoe! 
ind Warren, (he mansion with many. yw 
dows, a porch extending long its front, 
flowerg and riobly folinced~ trees, 
nlooming from its hall door to the road 
side gute, Tue house is very sill. It is 
gear noon. You ean seo the roof with 
corniced caves and ballustraded summit, 
marked boldly through the deop blue sum- 
wer sk; 

While the thunder of eannon ison our 
ears, We Will puss the gate, enter the hall 
door, and glide up the stairs, Softly, for

With hoads bowed low, and stoalthy 
tread, we enter the darkened room, The 
sound of gasping brenth, the sob of man- 
uood in its agony, tho wail of women, the 
music of the sumuser air among the leav 
all at once rush on ony ear:

All tho windows of the room), save one, 
ave dark. Yonder, to the east, yousee that 
window, its casement opened, its white 
curtains flung aside, the perfume of the 
gard: nandthe joy of the sunshine, gushing 
throngh its aperture, into the shadowy 
death chambs 
Yonder, in the thickly eurts: 
old man is dying. 

Resting against the pillows, hisshrunken 
form lost in the folds of the silken coverlet, 
ho awaits tho hour of his summons, while 
the goftened sunlight plays gently on his 
brow, and the summer breeze plays with 
his hairs. That brow is w.thered into 
scuinklos.amiLinnielanwsl Wythe deal hareante 
yet as you gaze, it lights up with the fire 
of fifty years before, and the lips move, and 
the unebsed eyes bluze as though the 
heart of the heye was back again witb the 
immortal band of sigt erg, 

It is stout-hearted John Adu: sinking 
calmly info the surges of death. Every 
moment the waves rise higher; the ico of 
the grave comes slowly through the con- 
gealing veins, up the withered limbs: the 
wist of doath gathers about the old man’s 
oyes. 

At this moment, while all is still, from 
the crowdof mute spectators select a single 
form. Beside the death pillow, on which 
his right hand rests, gazing in his fathor's 
face, his noble brow bathed in a solitary 
glenm of the suv, stands bis sou—the 
Statesman aud Pr Dl. 

Vifly yeurs before, his father, in the 
State House af Philadelphia, uttered words 
tbat became history as they rung from hi: 
indiguant lips, aod now wielding tho Pres! 
dential sceptre, which his father received 
from tho hand of Washington, the son of 
the bere gazes with unspeakable emotion 
n tho face of the dying man. 

Again our features wander from the 
encircling spectators to the visage of the 
departing hero; 0 withered in the brow, 
go ghastly pale, so quivering in the lips,

“Tcis"—his dying voico rings with the 
fire of fifty years ngo—" It is—the Pourtu 
of July! 

The old man sitting erect in his bed- 
couch, big ghastly face quivering into 
yonth again, may well furuish a picture 
ro pwater’s avt! Gaze upon him in 
this hour of weakness, when his finge

How tho memory of oll (ime rushes upon 
the man’s heart!

the eloquence of his compatriots, Jefferson 
studing in the foreground of a group of 
herves, Hancock smiling serenely over the 
crowd, in front of the old State House 
Holt—it rusned upon his soul, that glorious

Higher rose the Waves of death! Higher 
mounted the ice of the grave!
